Chicago, Dec. 5. -A jury was Impan­ 
eled late yesterday afternoon by Cor­ 
oner Tracker to ascertain th** causes 
of the Lincoln hotel disaster, by which 
fourteen lives were lost, and to fix 
the guilt for negligence. 
Aft* r view 
lug the bodies of the1 victims of the 
fire the jury went to the ill-fated hotel. 
where an examination was made of 
the various rooms. 
The jurors were 
then dismissed to meet for the inquest 
which will begin Dec 12. 
At the conclusion of the Inspection 
Coroner Traeger said: 
"The fire wa- 
undoubtedly caused by the explosion 
of an oil-stove in the rear of the third 
floor. 
The building was very < art­ 
lessly constructed, the fire escape is 
worthless, tb«■ rooms arr- outrageously 
small, and it Is nothin^ short of a 
crim*' that such a building should have 
been used as a housing place for hu­ 
man brings." 
This building was some time ag* 
condemned Uy tho city building in­ 
spectors as un.af 
for botel purposes 
and the own* rs were three weeks 
ago ordered to plat e a stairway in th* 
rear an I also to I ulld a fire escape on 
the front of the building.

! lives were stifled while lying in their 
beds 
One was taken from the build

that th*- building was a veritable trap 
and never : hould hare been used for 
I hotel purposes. 
Chief Mushara de- 
I d ared 
that there were sn h 
wide 
cracks in the floors that the sraokt 
pour* d through the building in clouds, 
rendering est ape extremely difficult 
for those on the upj *r floors. 
There 
was no fir* escape on the front of the 
building, although one was in process 
of construction. 
Th*’ scaffolding was 
up and from It dangled several ropes 
down which a numb. r of people slid 
to the pavement after ail escape by 
the stairway had been cut off 
Th*- dead:

The hotel was four stories in height 
and contained an unusual number of 
rooms for a hotel of its size. After the 
fire Chief Musham of the fire depart­ 
ment declared that 
they were the 
smallest rooms he had ever seen In 
any building. 
Had there been fewer 
partitions he declared, the chances of 
life for those sleeping on the upper 
floors of the hotel would have been 
greatly increased. 
F. A. Smith, proprietor of the hotel, 
declared that there were, as nearly as 
he could judge 
without his books, 
about 125 people in the hotel. 
It was, 
In fact, filled to its utmost capacity, 
and many applicants for rooms had 
been turned away Wednesday night 
with the intormation that they could 
not be aocomnK%>ated. 
The firemen, who arrived with great 
promptitude saved many lives by car­ 
rying people down the ladders from 
the windows. 
The smoke on the in­ 
side of the building was so thick and 
so pungent that the firemen were una­ 
ble to do more than take the people 
from the windows. 
Those who were 
not able to reach the windows in a 
few minutes after the fire broke out 
were suffocated. 
Tho fire in itself 
amounted to very little. 
A portion of 
the third and second floors was burned 
and the blaze was extinguished within 
forty minutes after the first alarm. 
As soon as the smoke permitted the 
firemen to live inside the building. 
a careful search was made of all the 
rooms, with the result that thirteen 
men were found to have been stifled 
before they had been able to leave 
their beds. All of the dead had rooms 
on the third and fourth floors.

After the infant has learned to see 
objects distinctly at the distance of 
several feet it begins to use both eyes 
in common. 
At first the eyes act Jntle- 


J pendently of each other, so that it un­ 
doubtedly lins double vision and sees 
everything double. This double vision 
' can be produced by many at will by 
looking “cross eyed.” 
I 
T he.infant having roached tile point 
when it sees an object clearly, it must 
also begin to understand objects of 
three dimensions—that is, to find out 
the difference between a flat surface 
and a solid body. 
Here the sense of 
touch also assists. 
The infant grasps 
nu object and, putting It to its lips and 
face, satisfies itself aa lo the shape, 
character, etc. 
It is interesting in this connection to 
note some cases in which si person born 
blind recovers sigdit when grown. 
In one case a young man who had 
lost his sight in early infancy was so 
completely blinded that he could not 
distinguish even the strongest light 
from darkness. 
After on operation on one eye had 
been successfully performed he l>egan 
to see objects without understanding 
them—not being able to judge their 
distances from ids eye—and lie felt as 
if everything was touching his eye, so 
that to touch an object lie at first 
would put one linger or the band up 
before bis face, pointing at the object 
aimed at, and reach forward until his 
finger came in contact with tile ob­ 
ject. 
After he had recovered the use of 
bot!) eyes be begun to find out that 
everything was not flat, but that many 
things had a certain thickness as well 
as length and breadth, and in this way 
he began to see solid objects. 
But even for a year or two after com­ 
plete recovery he was unable to decide 
whether a certain figure was a fiat sur­ 
face, as in a painting, or a solid body. 
lie was also obliged to learn the dif­ 
ferent animals and objects, not know­ 
ing the difference between a cat and a 
dog until he had touched them. 
Wenll go through just the same proc­ 
ess of learning how to see in infancy. 
The child may be two or three years, 
or even older, before it bas control over 
its eyes and can judge of the distance 
of objects in the room, etc.
